The filling station employe, E]- 
er Sites, 36 years old, surren- 
oma to the police immediately 
en bond, chase with assault with 
rent to kill. When Stankiewicz 
fied at 3 a. m., today, Sites was re- 
wrrested. charged with murder. 

The shooting occurred at the 
filing station of Charles Norman 
where Sites is employed, at 1815 
forth Ninth street. Stankiewicz’s 
giioon, 1818 North Ninth, is across 
the street and Stankiewicz lived 
next door at 1820. 

At city hospital, Stankiewicz re- 
tued to tell who shot him and 
rhen informed that Sites had ad- 
said even so, he would 
pot prosecute.

WEEKS’ ILLNESS 


Erysipelas Develops After 
Streptococcus Throat In. 
. fection and Is Fatal to 67- 
Year-Old Official.

Department, died at 12:45 a. m. to- 
day at. his home, 3716 Hartford 
street, of erysipelas, after three 
weeks’ illness. He was 67 years 
old, a member of the Fire Depart- 
ment for 37 years, and Chief since 


1925. 
Early in June a cold from which 


Chief Alt suffered developed into 
streptococcus throat infection, and 
erysipelas, affecting the eyes and 
ears, was a later development. Un- 
til a few days ago his recovery was 
expected. He was unconscious yes- 


terday. 

Chief Ait is surviv ed by his wid- 
ow, Mrs. Mary Alt, and by three 
brothers, Louis O., Robert W. and 
Edward Alt. He was a cousin of 
the late Postmaster Louis Alt. The 


Alt family is well known on the 
South Side, and several] of its mem- 
bers have held public positions. 

The funeral, under Masonic and 
Fire Department auspices, is to be 
at 3 p. m. Saturday, in the audi- 
torium of Scottish Rite Cathedral, 
3637 LindeH boulevard. 

‘ Engine Houses Draped. 

News of the Chief’s death was 
sent to fire engine houses by the 
tire and police telegraph system, 
and a number of the houses were 
draped with mourning before day- 
light. Mayor Miller ordered the 
City Hall flag flown at half-staff. 

As head of the Fire Department, 
with a personnel of 950 men, Jhief 
Alt was exceptionally popular. He 
was chunkily built and genial) in 
manner, with round, full face, rud- 
dy complexion and short gray 
mustache. 

Before entering the Fire Depart- 
ment in 1895, Mr. Alt was a poiice- 
nian for six years, patrolling a beat 
under Chief Laurence Harrigan. 
Eighteen months after his change 
to the Fire Department, he became 
a lieutenant, in 1898 a captain, and 
in 1919 district chief. He nad 
charge successively of the North 
St. Louis lumber yard and ware- 
house district, where he handled 
several major fires, and of the 
downtown district. His worst fire, 
he related, was the Day Rubber 
Co. fire on Fourth street, near Lo- 
cust, on a January night in 1924, 
with the temperature 17. below 
zero. 

His appointment as Chief was 
made in May, 1925, early in Mayor 
Miller’s first administration, after 
friction in the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety had caused the resigna- 
tion of Chief William G. Panzer. 

DeVoto in Charge. 

Frank A. DeVoto, Deputy Chief, 
has been in charge of the Fire De- 
partment during Chief Alt’s ill- 
ness.. He is considered a possible 
selection for the vacancy, as is 
George Ward, instructor in the 
training school, with the rank of 


assistant chief. 


Mayor Miller said today that no 
consideration would be given to the 
naming of a new chief before next 
week. The appointment is io be 
made by Director of Public Safety 
Steininger, but the Mayor is in a 
position to dictate the selection.

Bingham said that as soon as 
the Democratic delegates return 
from Chicago he will move to take 
off the Senate calendar and con- 
sider his bill, which has been re- 
ported unfavorably by the Senate 
Manufactures Committee, to per- 
mit the manufacture of 4 per cent 
beer. 

Sheppard made his announce- 
ment by handing newspaper men a 
type-written statement without 
further comment. It follows: 

His statement follows: 

“T shall vote for the submission 
of the question of repeal unless 
the referendum in the Democratic 
party primary in Texas on this sub- 
ject in July resultS unfavorably to 
submission. 

“Another qualification, so far as 
my vote is concerned, is that the 
pendency of the amendment involv- 
ing the question of repeal must be 
limited to a definite number of 
years as was the case with the 
eighteenth amendment. 

“If the question of repeal is sub- 
mitted to the states I shall oppose 
repeal when my State takes up the 
matter of determining its attitude. 
While I shall vote to submit, I am 
orposed to repeal. 

*T shall oppose any increase in 
the alcoholic content of beveragc 
liquors banned by the Volstead act 
while the eighteenth amendment is 
in operation because I regard such 
a measure as either a direct viola- 
tion of the Constitution or a de- 
struction of enforcement.” 

Bingham, long an advocate of 
repeal and modification, was elated 
by the action of the Democratic 
convention. 

“As soon ag the Democrats come 
back,” he said, “I shall move to 
take the beer bill from the calen- 
dar and consider it. 

“It is a very good bill, carefully 
considered by the committee, pro- 
viding for 4 per cent beer, which 
meets both party platforms  be- 
cause it will not require return of 
the saloon.” 

Bingham estimated that under 
the old beer tax of $6 a barrel that 
still is on the statute books. his 
bill, would raise $375,000,000 ‘of 
revenue annually. 

He expressed high hopes for ap- 
proval of his bill at this session, 
provided the Democrats lived up to 
their campaign platform.

“Plainly “the . Hoover straddle 
plank is doomed to the fate which 
it invites ‘and deserves,”’ said Dr. 
Butler. ' “The prohibition piank 
adopted by the Democratic con- 
vention is definite. and direct. Of 
its five pa phs the first three 
are in effect identical with decilara- 
tions contained in the minority re- 
port of the Committee’ on Resolu- 
tions at the Republican convention, 
which. was defeated only by the 
most vigorous efforts of the admin- 
istration and its officeholders on 
the convention floor.

McAdoo Is Opposed by 
Glass, Also Former Treas-

CHICAGO, June 30.—Plunging 
along with a rapid succession of 
decisions, the Democratic conven- 
tion completed approval of its plat- 
form today.’ 

Without roll calls and with roar- 


ing shouts of disapproval, the con- 
vention refused to write into the 


platform clongside the prohibition 
repeal plank adopted earlier in the 
day by a vote of 934% to 213%, a 
single one of the major amend- 
ments sent up-from the floor]. 
Bonus Plank Rejected. 

One of the planks voted down 
was for immediate payment of the 
soldiers’ bonus. It was smothered 
under an overwhelming rush of 
“Noes,” its sponsors being unable to 
muster even the number of seconds 
needed to insure a roll call. 

The “Scotch bank” plan of Gov. 
William H. Murray of Oklahoma, 
together with all of his other eco- 
nomic proposals, went out in rapid 
and seemingly overwhelmingly 
votes by acclamation. So did a 
plank by William G. McAdoo, pro- 
posing that Congress consider 
methods of making safe the depos- 
its in banks which are members of 
the Federal Reserve system. 

The McAdoo plank alone stirred 
up a real flurry of debate. Mc- 
Adoo himself took the platferm to 
espouse it, declaring it “in the in- 
terests of the people,” and Senator 
Glass of Virginia, whe, Kke Mc- 
Adoo, had served Woodrow Wil- 
son as Secretary of the Treasury, 
argued in opposition that such a 
proposal would greatly undermine 
the faith of the banking commu- 
nity in the Democratic party. 


Woman’s Amendment Wins. 

The only amendment adopted to 
the platform as it came from com- 
mittee was one proposed by «a 
woman, Migs Caroline O'Day of 
New York, expressing the interest 
of the party in human welfare 
work, particularly among children. 


Several silver planks, proposals 
for home rule for Hawaii and 
Alaska, and a number of scatter- 
ing suggestions for economic pro- 
gtams were in the batch of pro- 
posed amendments which the 
chairman pitched out the window. 
Delegates Slower Than Usual in Ar- 

riving for Session. 

The afternoon session was even 
slower than usual in getting ‘tself 
under way. The delegates “iled 
sleepily into the stadium, and fur- 
ther troubles over tickets kept the | 
galleries almost empty until long | 
after the chosen hour of noen had | 
passed. At 12:30 not half of the. 
convention personnel had arrived, 
and the spectaiors were just begin- 
ning to cOme in in small groups.

FORISTEL LAW FIRM 
SUED OVER WILL FEES 


Two Attorneys Say They Had 


Agreement for Equal Di- 
vision of Payments.

Suit to compel the law firm 
headed by Edward W. Foristel to 
account for fees received and cx- 
penses paid in the Thomas Halpin 
will contest," was filed at Clayton 
today by lawyers who with the 
Foristel firm, represented 40 heirs 
whose claim was settled for $%0,- 
000. 

The petition was filed by Doug- 
las H. Jones and Francis P. Meara, 
attorneys first engaged by some 


lof the contesting heirs, and who 


later took the Foristel firm into 
the case on agreement to divide 
fees and expenses equally. The 
widow of Attorney Thomas D. 
Cannon, employed originally with 
Meara and Jones, aiso is a plain- 
tif’. 


They have received, the plaintiffs 
allege, only $6259 from the Foristel 
firm out of a fee of 40 to 60 per 
cent of the $90,000 settlement. Of 
this they were to get one-half, after 
costs of litigation were deducted, 
they state. 


The full sum of $90,000, in cash 
and notes, was paid to the Foristel 
firm for distribution to clients and 
lawyers after settlement of the suit, 
the petition sets forth. 


“The exact amount justly due” 
from the Foristel firm to Meara, 
Jones-and the Cannon estate, “of 
their one-half of the fees and com- 
pensation, less sich actual expendi- 
tures defendants may have made, 
if any,” plaintiffs are unable to 
state, the petition continues, as the 
Foristel firm has “refused to ac- 
count to plaintiff's, or to furnish 
plaintiffs any information, al- 
though various and sundry de- 
mands have been made for an ac- 
counting and payment.” 


These demands, the 
adds, have been refused. 


While the amount of the fee paid 
by 40 heirs who contested the will 
of Thomas Halpin, St. Louis drug- 
gist, who left his $1,133,000 estate 
to two foster children, was not 
stated in the suit, the percentage 
figures set forth indicated that it 
was in excess of $40,000.

The galleries became impatient 
and at times unruly during the 
speech of William C. Fitts of Ala- 
bama for the minority plank. 

“We must find a way to live, not 
a way to drink,” he shouted. “I 
ask you, did Gov. Smith make any 
arguments for the majority plank? 
He made some delightful wise- 
cracks.” 

This attack on the galleries’ hero 
brought a round of boos. 

“The criticism of the eighteenth 
amendment,” Fitts went on after 
the noise had died down, “was that 
it was intolerant. This plank far 
outreaches the intolerance of the 
eighteenth amendment. It makes 
every Democrat advocate repeal 
and, pending repeal, the modifica- 
tion of the Volstead law. There 
are many earnest drys in the South 
who do not favor repeal or modifi- 
cation. 

“When you adopt this plank, 
you make doubtful the stand of 
North Carolira, Tennessee, Kén- 
tucky, Ficrida, Alabama and Texas.

U. S. Court of Appeals Holds Pro- 
hibition Does Not Invalidate 
Old Statutes. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Junue 30.—The Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled today that the prosecution 
of bootleggers under the old reve- 
nue acts is still proper, despite 
passage of the prohibition laws. 

Peter Rossi and Edward Ehrett, 
both of Pekin, Ill., were arrested 
Sept. 10, 1929 when Federal agents 
found a still. The two men were 
convicted at Peoria under the in- 
ternal revenue act embracing dis- 
tillation with intent to defraud the 
Government of tax without bond 
and without registration. They 
were fined $500 each and sen- 
tenced to three years in prison. 

Their appeal was based on a plea 
wg the prohibition act repealed 
ithe old revenue law, but the Cir- 
cuit Court held that the prohibition 
law repealed only such parts of the 
previous statutes as conflicted. The 
Court ruled that Rossi and Ehrett 
must serve their terms.

Massachusetts Executive 
Declares Party Needs 
Candidate Who Can 
“Take the Blows.’

CHICAGO, June 29.—Shouting, 
“Give us a man who darés!” Gov. 
Joseph B. Ely of Massachusetts 
placed tod&y in. nomination for 
President at the Democratic na- 
tional convention Alfred E. Smith, 
the “happy warrior” candidate of 
1928. 

“A modern Andrew. Jackson, pos- 


thinking statesman,” Smith was 
called by his nominator, “even 
his enemies recognize the compari- 
son. Every editorial writer in the 
United States acclaims the sterling 
quality ef his personality. The 
great constitutional lawyers of his 
day acknowledge his Divine gift 
of government.” 

Smith alone, of all the candidates 
offered to the party, maintained 
Ely, has been “so utterly bold” as 
to disregard his political future in 
proposing a clean-cut, definite pro- 
gtam for the Government to fol- 
low in attaining the country’s eco- 
nomic recovery. Smith alone, he 
held, has the spirit which must be 
offered “in contrast.with the wa- 
vering, doubtful, disheartening con- 
duct of the Republican adminis- 
tration.” 

Recalis His 15,000,000 Votes. 

He reviewed the record of Smith 
in public office, four times Gover- 
nor of New York, resulted how .in 
1928 as Democratic choice for 
President he polled 15,000,000 votes, 
a total unsurpassed. by any candi- 
date but Herbert Hoover. 

“In 1928, riding the crest of the 
wave, the Republican party was 
umbeatable,” Gov. Ely said. 

“With the tide of prosperity 
against him, 200,000 votes properly 
placed would have changed the 
elecion. What would happen to- 
day in the tide of depression? mare 
victory.” 

The Massachusetts Giseiinal 
suggested it would be better for 
the Democratic party to indorse 
the Republican nominee if it was 
unable to show a clear advantage 
would derive from election of its 
own leader. 

For a “Man of Action.” 

“Wavering and doubtful as that 
(Republican) leadership has been; 
fruitless as have proved its efforts 
feebly executed: we as Democrats 
will find it difficult to impress a 
nation with the advisability of a 
change unless our nominee is a 
man of action, virile and rugged 
personality, capable of molding 
public opinion to a common pur- 
pose.”

Ely swung into vigorous attack 
on religious intolerance, maintain- 
ing that though the question should 
have no place in American politics, 
it was necessary to mention “any 
subject that might affect your de- 
cision,” including Smith’s Catholic 
church affiliation. 

He maintained that Massachu- 
setts had spoken out clearly and 
that he believed the entire indus- 
trial East joined in discarding ‘‘the 
prejudices of our Protestant ances- 
tors” against entrusting the Gov- 
ernment to one of another faith. 


OWEN YOUNG CONSIDERS HE 
IS IMMUNE TD PRESIDENCY 


Says in Magazine “Could Any Party 
Build Up My Kind of Platform 
and Get Away With it?’’ 


Young, who has refused to become 
a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for the presidency, con- 
‘siders himself “immune” to such 
office. 

“I just haven't got the right kind 
of training to hold down that job 
in the White House,’’ he says in 
the issue of Collier's Weekly, to be 
published tomorrow. “Look at my 
record.

Seneca C. Taylor withdrew as an 
atterney for the receivers for the 
steck and bend brokerage firm of 
Mark C. Steinberg & Co, yesterday 
afternoen after he had received an 
allewanee Tuesday from Circuit 
Judge Hall ef $10,000 for his ser- 
vices since hig gppeintment April 


28. te 
Taylor said he withdrew because 
he was unable te agree on matters 
of policy with Milton Tucker, the 
other atterney fer the receivers, 
and Louis Mayer, attorney for the 
brokerage firm, , 

.“We weren't pulling together,” he 
explained. “They ‘had one idea 
about nearly everything that came 
up and I had another, se I just 
theught I would get out There 
was no particular disagreement and 
we're stil] good friends.” 

With the issue of the bankruptcy 
of the fiem set fer trial temerraw 
ph Federal Judge Faris, it is 
understoed that Mark Steinberg 
hag discussed an offer of composi- 
tien with attorneys for creditors. 

Attorneys for the firm and for 
creditors conferred with Judge 
Faris yesterday with reference te 
the propesed composition before 
adjudication in bankruptcy. 

Asked about the compositien of- 
fer today, Steinberg said, “there has 
been no definite agreement and f 
de not think it proper to discuss 


the matter now while the bank-/ 


ruptcy suit is pending.” It is un- 
derstood that the cemposition ef- 
fer, if made, would be, based on the 
firm's ability to pdy crediters as 
shewn in an audit being made for 
the receivers. 


Meanwhile, attorneys fer cred-|

er the appointment of the receivers, 
by three creditors, one of whom 
was a Negro porter employed by 
the firm.

“What do you have to do to win 
the esteem of a St. Louis fight au- 
dience?” Al Stillman wearily in- 
quired last night after he had 
made one of the best fights of his 
career to gain a decision over 
George Trenkle of Oklahoma City, 
a man who outweighed him 20 
pounds. Stillman scaling 169% to. 


190 for Trenkle. 

And well Stillman might ask 
such a question. For after 10 
rounds with the  bald-headed, 
beady-eyed Trenkle, a veteran of 
ring wars who knows all the tricks 
of the trade, fair and foul, the 
goodly portion of the 1119 persons 
gathered at Battery A gave Al a 
good, old-fashioned Bronx cheer 
when the decision against Trenkle 
Was announced. 

Twice Trenkle wrestled Stillman 
to the floor and into the ropes, 
then hit when he was down while 
the crowd yelled in delight. Al for- 
tunately kept his head and refused 
ch he could 
be censured by the audience; but 
he poured dozens, of punches into 
Trenkle to even up. 

_ Trenkle Takes a Beating. 
Tt was a real alley scrap. Tren- 
kie, aside from his few lapses into 
ungentlemanly conduct, proved 
himself to be a very game fellow 
and a real glutton for punishment. 
Stillman hit him with many pow- 
erful right-hand punches, but 


Trenkle not only was still there at 


the finish but had never been off 
his feet. 

Trnkle’'s right eye was opened by 
a smashing left hook and the blood 
streamed down his face, in the 
fifth round. -Later Al opened a cut 
on the left side of his face, but 
still George walked in trying to 
land his wild haymaker right, as 
the crowd egged him on. 

Once it appeared that Stillman 
was badly hurt. That was in the 
seventh round when he went to the 
floor from one of Trenkle’s body 
punches. He clasped his abdomen 
us though the blow had been foul. 
The crowd jeered and as Referee 
Harry Cook began his count, Al 
climbed painfully to his feet and 
waded to the attack. He lost the 
round—if the punch which floored 
him was counted as fair—only by 
4 small margin for he did effective 
work after he got up. 

And that was the only round 
Trenkle won, according to this 
writer's score sheet. In two others 
he held Stillman about even. 

Oklahoma Overweight. 

The Oklahoman didn’t appear to 
be in the best of condition but he 
looked no different than when he 
Maybe 
he is a natural “fatty” like our 
own John Schwake and we all 
know that John is in good condi- 
tion even when our eyes tell us he 
isn’t. Perhaps Trenkle is built 
along the same lines. In any event 
he absorbed punches like a sponge, 
and took enough punishment from 
Stillman to fell a horse and was 
still on his feet at the finish. 


Stillman’s showing proved that. 


he is not ready to mingle with good 
heavyweights until he is built up to 
a more rugged physique. ‘“Butter- 
milk Al” as one ringsider dubbed 
him last night, just couldn't even 
match Trenkle in pure brute 
strength. 


There were four other bouts on 
the card. Most of them indifferent. 
Chick Rains gave away 18 pounds 
to Stanley McRae of Biloxi,. Miss., 
and punched out a decision in 10 
rounds, chiefly because McRae re- 
fused to open up and take a chance 
on trading punches with Rains, ex- 
cept on a few occasions.

A New Low in Boxing. 
NEW low in heavyweights 
came along about the time 
Jim Jeffries got tired of fighting 
nobody and quit. That was in 
1904. 

The leading 10 of that period 
could not have whipped Jeffries 
had they assaulted him simul- 
taneously. 

In 1905 they matched Jack 
Root and Marvin Hart and 
agreed to call it a “champion- 
ship” event. Jeffries refereed it 
and for $1000 named the winner 
his’ “successor.” | 

That made Marvin Hart world 
champion, believe it or not! 

Jack Johnson had hardly been 
heard of, then. The “hopes” of 
the day were Noah Brusso, a 
Canadian who fought under the 
ring name of Tommy Burns; Jim 
Fiynn, the Pueblo fireman, even 
then a punching bag; Arthur 
Pelkey and Philadelphia Jack 
O’Brien, neither very hot; Bill 
Lang and Bill Squires, Australia’s 
candidates; Gunner Moir—how 
many of those names have you 
ever heard before?

That “title class” was a terri- 
ble mess. And when Tommy 
Burns outfumbled Marvin Hart 
to win the title he was almost 
universally saddled -with the 
monaker “Cheese champion!”’ 

Those were terrible days for 
the white Trace. The biggest 
fight figure on the horizon was 
Jack Johnson, a Negro. This was 
probably the worst period of all 
in pugilistic history—at any rate, 


of all but one.

HE very worst crop of 

heavies came after 1910 when 
Jack Johnson, who had taken 
the title from Burns, in Austra- 
lia, wiped out that pugilistic relic 
Jim Jeffries. Jim had allowed 
himself to be coaxed out of re- 
tirement to meet the Negro, 
when he should have remaine@ 
a hunter. 

After Jeffries came that ter- 
rible “White Hope’”’ period; when 
the colored fighters were taboo 
and the white fighters were run- 
ning engines or digging ditches. 


This nightmare period saw 
rise and fall quickly men like 
Tom Kennedy, Al Palzer the 


“abysmal brute,” Lute McCarthy, 
Carl Morris, Fred Fulton and 
finally Jess Willard. All of these 
except Willard were hopeless. 
Lute McCarthy, who died fron, 
the effects of a blow received in 
a fight, might have developed 
into a 


giants, and in this class 
Morris weighing 245 

Fulton weighing 220 
pounds and Willard, who scaled 
as high as 260 pounds. Morris 
had a fighting heart, but could 
not fight; Willard was only a 
shade better and Fulton had no 
fight in him, either of heart or 
hand. 

From 1910 to 1914 there was 
hardly a “prospect” among the 
“white. hopes.” But, strange to 
say, at that time there four of 
the greatest fighters in the 
world’s history—all black. They 
~|_were Jack Johnson, Joe Jeanette, 
Sam McVea and Sam Langford. 
There were also the “Fighting 
Ghost” Jeff Clark and Harry 
Wills, both Negroes and pretty 


good battlers.

Barred by Race Prejudices. 


UT owing to the prejudices 

created by the Johnson-Jef- 
fries fight, the public did not ben- 
efit much by the existence of 
these great dusky scrappers. 
These men were forced to battle 
one another for small sums, and 
then usually abroad. Johnson 
had been exiled and lived first 
in France, then in Spain.

GERMANS REJECT LATEST 
REPARATIONS PROPOSAL 
FOR $1,500,000,000 BOND 


‘England and France Suggested It Be Depos- | 
ited in Lieu of Annuities, Pending Re- 
vision of Debts Due U. S. 


?

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, June 


| 30.—England and France, bargain- 
ing with Germany to set aside a 
lump sum for payment in lieu of 
reparations annuities, made pro- 


posals at the reparations conference 
today involving the war Allies’ 
debts to the United States. 

They asked first, a safeguard 
against failure by the United States 
Government to reconsider the debts 
issue, and second that Germany de- 
posit with the World Bank a bond 
of 6,000,000,000 marks, which is 
about $1,500.000,000. This bond 
would not be capitalized immedi- 
ately. 

One-third of the amount pro- 
posed would be Germany’s contri- 
bution to a general fund for the 
economic reconstruction of Europe. 
The remainder would be set aside 
pending negotiation of revised debts 
agreements with the United States. 

Under the safeguard clause. Ger- 
many would still be held liable for 
reparations in the event that the 
United States refused to reduce the 
debts owed her by the World War 
Allies. 

Prime Minister MacDonald of 
Great Britain pleaded with the Ger- 
mans to accept the proposal, as- 
suring them that they need have 
no fear with regard to American 
generosity. 

Germany, however, refused to- 
day to agree to the suggestion. 
Baron Konstantin von Neurath. 
the German Foreign Minister, com- 
municated the megative reply to 
MacDonald after having consulted 
with the rest of the German dele- 
gation and his Cabinet colleagues 
in Berlin. 

Previously the Germans tenta- 
tively offered to deposit a bond of 
2,000,000,000 marks (about $500,- 
000,000). 


The plan was drafted last ‘night 


by a committee representing six 
of the leading Powers at the con- 
ference. 

The committee was headed by 
MacDonald, who saved the confer- 
ence from failure y@terday, tem- 
porarily at least, when a Fraftico- 
Germah deadlock developed and 
the French were packing up to 
go home. 

Chancellor von Papen of Ger- 
many had demanded revision of the 
Versailles treaty as a necessary 
preliminary for German participa- 
tion in world economic reconstruc- 
tion. .He told Premier Herriot of 
France that Germany demanded 
revision of the Polish corridor and 
of the Eastern frontiers, and re- 
distribution of the world’s gold 
supply—a factor which Germany 
believes a prerequisite to the re- 
vival of business. As to the treaty 
of Versailles, he demanded that all 
discrimination against Germany be 
struck out. 

The French declared the German 
stand unacceptable. MacDonald, 
seconded by the Italian representa- 
tives, set to work to save the par- 
ley from utter failure and later it 
was given out that Von Papen had 
receded from his position somewhat 
and modified his demands. A Ger- 
man spokesman denied, however, 
that the Berlin Government had 
decided to accept the principle of 
further reparations payments. 

Von Papen explained that in call- 
ing for a revision of the Versailles 
treaty he did not mean the revi- 
sion must take place before the 
issues of reparations and economic 
reconstruction could be discussed.

There has been interminable delay and controversy, 
while building prices rose and fell. One useful result 
has occurred—prices have gone so low that the major 
part of the structure can be finished to the last seat 
cushion with money actually on hand. 

The people voted $5,000,000 for the auditorium in 
1923, as part of the Memorial Plaza civic center. The 
large site, at Fourteenth and Market streets, has 
been.acquired, part of the excavation has been done, 
and the Plaza Commission, Inc. has prepared ad- 
mirable plans, yet the city has a balance of $3,700,000 
in the fund. A low bid of $2,661,617 for construction 
has been received. The difference will be more than 
ehough to pay for en organ, theater seats, decorations 
and other equipment; the residue may exceed $200,000. 

For their money the peopte will receive a fine com- 
munity gathering place. It will have a huge exhibi-

Education and Health in Illinois 


From the Illinbis Health Messenger. 


N outstanding feature of health ¢condi- 

tiohs in Tlinois during the last decade 
has been the very noticeable improve- 
ment in mortality among people under 20 
years of age. Older people have not fared 
so well. Indeed, a very distinct upward 
trend of mortality has been observed among 
males over 20 years of age and among fe- 
malés of the 35-to-44 and 65-to-74 age 
groups. 

It is believed that health work in the 
schools has beén an important factor in the 
sharp improvement cf health conditions 
among children. Not only have school 
children been taught to form hygienic hab- 
its and to develop appetites for a balanced 
diet, but in many places the children have 
had.the advantage of careful médical ex- 
aminations. 

The examinations have brought to light 
a multiplicity of physical defects, often not 
serious or particularly noticeable at the 


moment, but potentially capable of lead- 


ing to serious and even permanent physi- 


cero Township High School. According to 
the report of the supervising school nurse, 
médical examinations were given to the 
5865 pupils, 2700 of whom were girls and 
3165 boys. The all too cOmmon ailment 
of defective tecth was found in about one 
of each four pupils, and defective vidion in 
about one of each 10. Much more sérious, 
organic heart disease was found in about 
one of each 20 pupils. The knowledge 
brought Out in these examinations enables 
the pupils and their parents to make what- 
ever adjustments of life are necessary to 
correct or alleviate the condition. The med- 
ical examinations do more. They teach 
young people how to choose competent, re- 
liable médical service when needed. 

This type of health work, which has 
come to be mofe and more a part of the 
routine practice in many schools, has 
doubtiess been an important factor in the 
noticeable improvemént in prevailing health 
conditions among the younger population,

Reports. 


Weclining prices for commodi- 
ties, with both merchants and ulti- 
mate consumers conservative in 
buying, are noted in the June re- 
port of the Federal Reserve Bank, 
which says that in the Eighth Fed- 
eral Reserve district only three 
lines of commerce and industry had 
a volume of business greater in 
May than in April. 

The three lines were automobiles, 
clothing and hardware, and in each 
case, aS in regard to all other 
commodities, volumes for the 
month were below figures for May, 
1931. The only other gains of any 


i sort were in consumption of elec- 


trical] power by a group of select- 
ed industrial concerns, 77.7 per cent 
greater in May than in April. anda 
gain in tonnage on the Federal 
barge line. 

Retail trade, on the basis of de- 
partment-store sales in the princi- 
pal cities, was 10.4 per cent less 
than in April and 26.5 per cent less 
than in May, 1931. Figures for 
St. Louis retail trade are about 
the average for the district. Sales 
of wholesale and jobbing firms de- 
creased 13 per cent in May and 
were 35.4 per cent below those for 
the month a year ago. 

Building Permits Down. 

The dollar value’of building per- 
mits in the largest five cities of the 
district—St. Louis, Memphis, Little 
Rock, Louisville and Evansville— 
was 16.6 per cent less in May than 
in April and 76 per cent less than 
in May, 1931. Contracts for new 
construction in the district were 
7.5 per cent less than in April. 

Debits to checking accounts were 
2.4 per cent smaller than in April 
and 28 per cent less than those of 
May, 1931. Savings accounts in- 
creased slightly, but were 12 per 
cent smaller at the end of May, 
1932, than at the end of May, 1931. 

The Federal Reserve Bank here 
reported quiet conditions in de- 
mands for credit from commercial 
and industrial sources with slight 
requirements for agriculture. The 
volume of credit extended was ex- 
panded “rather broadly” during a 
four-week period ending June 15 
and on that date was $22,559,000 
greater than in mid-May, the ex- 
pansion being due almost entirely 
to increased purchases of Govern- 
ment securities, of which the hold- 
ings on June 15 were the largest on 
record. 

Railway Business Falls. 

In transportation, the St. Louis 
Terminal Railway Association han- 
dled 131,695 car loads in May, as 
against, 133,955 in April and 186,- 
779 in May, 1931. Passenger traf- 
fic was 40 per cent less than that 
of a year ago. Tonnage on the 
Federal Barge Line between S&t. 
Léuis and New Orleans was 111,- 
200 in May, as compared to 98,789 
in April and 99,901 in May, 1931. 

Commenting on branches of 
trade, the report concludes that de- 
clines were general in all lines of 
the shoe business, but most pro- 
nounced in men's and children’s 
shoes. The demand for clothing 
was chiefly for cheap goods. 

Addea to a fair increase in 
clothing sales in May was a slight

The 
report notes planting of home gar- 
dens, both on farms and in small 
towns, is on a more extensive scale 
than her3tofore in recent years.

WASHINGTON, June 36. — Ap- 
preciations totaling $15,839,154 
were alleged today by Charles Nod- 
der, Federa] Trade Commission Ex- 
aminer, to have been included in 
the Associated Gas and Electric 
Co. fund: from which dividends 
were pald from 1922 to 1929. 

Testifying in commission hearings 
on the Associated system's affairs, 
Nodder added that total dividends 
paid during the period amounted 
to $32,143,311, which, ‘he said, 
meant that about 50 per cent of the 
dividends of the company came 
from “appreciations.”

MY CHICAGO. June 30.—U. 8S. Dis- 
trict Judge Walter C. Lindley yes- 
terday directed the receivers of In- 
gull Utility Investments, Inc., to dis- 
continue operations of the company 
and liquidate its assets for the ben- 
efit of creditors. 

Liquidation was recommended by 
Calvin Fentress and George A. 
Cooke, receivers, who on Auril 16 
took over the affairs of the com- 
pany. Its portfolio of Insull Utility 
stocks cost $245,000,000. Om the 
day it went into receivership its 
cash totaled only $2,325,000. 

Cooke and Fentress told the 
Court that in view of general busi- 
ness conditions, it seemed inadvis- 
able to operate any longer. 

Judge Lindley said his order did 
not require hasty action. ‘There 
will be no undue sacrifice of the 
assets of the company,” he said. 

The Judge said his main purpose 
was to relieve the company of 
franchise and other taxes by making 
it a matter of record that it was 
no longer a ‘“‘going’’ concern. 

He indicated a similar order 
would be issued today for the Cor- 
poration Securities Co. of Chicago, 
another Insull stock holding con- 
cern, to which the same rule would 
apply. 

Judge Lindley recently restrained 
New York banks from immediately 
disposing of large blocks of Insull 
Utilities stocks held as collateral 
for a $10,000,000 loan. He recently 
opposed hasty liquidation under 
present market conditions in sev- 
eral statements from the bench. 


READY TO SUPPORT MINORTITY, 
TEXAN SPEAKS FOR REPEAL 


-Address. When In- 
formed That Delegates Had 
Ignored Instructions. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 30.—As Maury 
Hughes, Dallas attorney repre- 
senting Texas on the Resolutions 
Committee, stepped forward last 
night to speak for the minority re- 
port on prohibition, word came to 
the platform that the Texas dele- 
gation had ignored its imstruc- 
tions to vote for resubmission 
and, in caucus, had agreed to sup- 
port the repeal plank. 

“You can’t speak now,” Senator 
T. J. Walsh, the permanent char- 
man, told Hughes, the Texas ac- 
tion having placed him on the side 
of the majority. 

“Oh, yes I can,“ Hughes re- 
plied. “I decline to be embar- 
rassed béfore 30,000 persons.” 
He proceeded not only to speak 
for repeal but found opportunity 
to make a pretty good Garner 
campaign speech. 

The final tally of the caucus 
was 67 to 61. Incidentally, the 
counting was remarkable in that 
should any thoughtful, or thought- 
less, rival of Garner ‘or the pres- 
idential nomination demand a poll 
of the Texas delegation, the Speak- 
er would lose about 14 votes. 
While Texas has been, and intends 
to continue casting its full 46 
votes, only 32 votes were repre- 
sented last night on the basis of 
a total of 128 delegates and alter- 
nates at one-fourth vote each. 
While 184 delegates and an equal 
number of alternates were named 
at Houston, the greatest mustering 
of strength has been 129 persons, 
each worth one-fourth vote. 
Amon G. Carter, Fort Worth 
publisher, one of the few to get 
quiet attention from his fellow 
delegates, pleaded that the delega- 
tion had no right to abrogate its 
Plain instructions at Houston.

“too soft’ and made us work till 
6 o'clock each day, but half past 
six found me in my Inassa resi- 
dence, with a tiny creature seated 
at the dinner-table. The cheerful- 
ness of her character was amazing. 
Never a frown, never dissatisfied. 
never irritated. I liked to see her 
dressed in kimonos of differ- 
ent colors and used to bring 
her yards and yards of ailka, 
causing her to rush in maa 
delight into the street and in- 
vite all the neighbors to inspect the 
gifts. It would have beén useless 
to attempt to restrain her from 
making so much fuss as she took 
pride in displaying to the village 
the generosity of her “samurai.” 
She tried to make a kimono for me 
but even she had to scream 100k- 
ing at my six-feet-two wrapped in 
the national Japanese garb. I en- 
couraged her passion for entertain- 
ing our friends because I could 
never get tired of admiring the 
serious dignity with which that doll 
received her guests and led them 
into the dining-room. On holidays 
we hired a rickshaw and went to 
inspect the rice plantations and the 
temples, finishing our evening in a 
Japanese restaurant where a great 


deal of respect was invariably 
shown to her. The Russian of- 
ficers called her jokingly “our 


Grand Duchess,” a title which was 
taken quite seriously by the natives. 
Elderly persons would stop me in 
the streets of Inassa and inquire 
whether I had any complaint to 
make against the treatment re- 
ceived by me at the hands of one 
of their own. It was as though 
the entire village had made a po- 
litical issue of my “marriage.” 


NOWING that I would stay in 
and around Nagasaki for two 
years, I wanted to -learn the 
Japanese language. There was no 
doubt as to the brilliant future of 
that country, and I thought at least 
one member of the imperial fam- 
ily should speak the language of 
Russia’s progressive neighbors. My 
“wife” volunteereqd her sérvices, 
and notwithstanding the consider- 
able intricacies of the Japanese 
grammar fF picked up a sufficient 
number of phrases to enable me to 
hold my own in a conversation on 
“simple” subjects. 


One day a cable arrived from the 
Czar ordeging me to pay a state 
visit to the Mikado. Our Ambas- 
sador in Tokio prepared an elabor- 
rate program consisting of recep- 
tions, lunches and dinners, to be 
crowned by a state banquet at the 
palaces Hs showed great excite- 
ment and anxiety as I was to be 
the first representative of Euro- 
pean royalty ever received by the 
Japanese Emperor. He explained 
to me that I would have to rely 
upon the services of interpreters 
because the Mikado spoke no other 
language than Japanese, I smiled 
discreetly; I thought my ability to 
converse with the Mikado directly 
would come in the nature of a 
great. surprise to our Ambassador, 


The village of Inassa went sleep- 
less from the realization that it 
contained in its midst a man who 
was to be entertained by their great 
Mikado. My Japanese friends be- 
came speechless in my presence. 
They just stood and bowed. Even 
my “wife” seemed to be frightened. 
She found my photograph in the 
local paper, with the caption ex. 
plaining that the young Russian 
naval officer, who had stayed in 
Japan incognito for several months. 
happens to be the first cousin of 
the Emperor of Russia—and she 
wondered whether she should con- 
tinue to call me “Ban” (the Japa- 
nese for my little name “Sandro’’). 
It took fifty yards of green-and- 
ae silk to restore her peace of 
mind, 


A former lord chamberlain of 
the Emperor of Germany was in 
charge of the “protocol” of the 
Japanese court at that time, which 
fact is sufficient in itself to suggest 
the pompousness of the reception 
extended to me in Yokohama and 
Tokio. From the moment the im. 
Perial salute of one hundred and 
one guns announced my arrival in 
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In vain did I try to make ar-

I ceased to be the modest sub- 
lieutenant of H. I. M. 8. Rynda and 
had to be treated in the manner re- 
served by ceremonious Potsdam for 
visiting sovereigns. The special 
train of the Mikado waited for me 
in Yokohama, and all the mem- 
bers of the Government headed by 
Count Ito, then Prime Minister of 
Japan, came to meet me at the 
station in Tokio. I drove to the 
palace in a state carriage, preceded 
by a galloping squadron of the 
Mikado's guards, 

The first imperial audience last- 
ed but a few minutés. The Em- 
peror and the Empress received me 
in the throne room surrounded by 
a dense crowd of Princes and Prin- 
cesses, I made a short speech 
transmitting the greetings of the 
Czar. The Emperor expressed his 
delight at séeing me in Tokio and 
hoped for the continuation of the 


Russo-Japanese friendship. Both 
speeches were translated by the of- 
ficial interpreter of our embassy, 
I felt embarrassed in the presence 
of all these people who hardly 
reached my shoulder and I tried 
very hard to look smaller.

WEEK of sightseeing, visiting, 
A reviewing troops, and 

came the night of the state ban- 
quet, Placed on the right of the 
Empress, I gathered My courage, 
smiled pleasantly and addressed 
her in Japanese. For a second she 
looked astonished. I repeated my 
remark, She grinned. This initial 
success prompted me to tell her of 
my admiration for the progress 
made by Japan. It required some 
maneuvering on my part, and 1 
tried to recall all the expressions 
used in identical cases by my Inas- 
sa friends. A strange sound came 


out of the Empress’ throat. She 
stopped eating and bit her Hp. 
Then her shoulders shook. She 
began to laugh hysterically. The 
Japanese Prince seated on 
left, who was listening to 
our conversation, dropped his 


head. Large tears were streaming 
down his cheeks. Next moment the 
entire table shrieked and guffawed. 
I wondered a little at this gayety 
as my speech was not purperted 
to be humorous. When the gale 
of laughter subsided, the Empress 
made a sign to the Prince and he 
addressed me in English. 

“Where did you learn your Jap- 
anese, Your Imperial Highness?” 
he asked politely, his eyés still full 
of tears. 

“Why? 
ly?" 

“Oh, not at all. You speak re- 
markably well, but you see, you 
are using @ very special brand of 
Japanese, a brand which. oe Well, 
Iam really at a loss... I do 
not know how I shall explain it to 
you... May I ask how long you 
have been in Nagaski? Aré you in 
a habit of visiting its Inassa dls- 
trict ?"’ 

Regardless of the opinion 
formed by the German Lord 
Chamberlain of the Tokio court, it 
must have been the gayest banquet 
in the history of the empire. 

“I wish I knew her name,” said 
the Prime Minister, escorting me to 
my carriage, “I would like to thank 
her in the name of His Majesty's 
Government for her brilliant meth. 
od of teaching the Inassa slang. 
How. many lessons did you take 
from her, all told?” 

With our main base established 
in Nagasaki—we returned there 
every three months—the Rynda 
proceeded on its itinerary which 
included the Philippines, India, 
Australia, and various islands situ. 
ated in the Pacific and the Indian 
Oceans. The memory of these 
places revives in me an acute feel- 
ing of homesickness that made me 
wish at one time I could surren- 
der my title and leave Russia for- 
ever. The Molucca Islands, the 
Fiji Islands, Ceylon, and Darjeeling 
in the Himalayas, were particulafly 
generous in their response to cer- 
tain longings of my nature.

N THE spring of 1889 the Ryn- 

da returned to Europe via the 

Suez Canal and Egypt. After 
short sttops in Greece, where I en- 
joyed the reunion with my cousin, 
Queen Olga, and in Monte Carlo, 
where I was met by father, mother, 
George and Anastasia, we proceed- 
ed on our way to England. Once 
more I was ordered to act as the 
personal representative of the Czar, 
conveying his greetings to Queen 
Victoria. The relations between 
the two countries being more or 
lesg strained at that moment, I 
did not relish my assignment. I 
had heard a great deal about the 
alleged coldness of the powerful 
Queen and was prepared to be 
frozen. 

The invitation to the palace men- 
tioning ‘the luncheon” only ‘fhe 
creased my fears. An audience has 
at least the advantage of brevity, 
but the thought of sitting through 
a long meal with a sovereign 
known for her distrust of Russie 
filled my heart with apprehension.
